Trench Intervention. 

Attention is now directed toward the opera- 
tions of the French iu Mexico. The surmises 
on both tides of the water are that they are 
ary thing but of a friendly character to this 
country, not only as regards the result of the 
occupation by a foreign power, but also the 
real intentions of the Emperor. It is not be- 
lieved that he desires to be on terms cf 
friendship with this country, even If we were 
willing to allow him to pursue h's schemes in 
Mexico unchecked. The Paris correspondent 
of the New York Tribune soys : 

Louis Napoleon has gone too deep into 
this Mexican busiuess to withdraw from it. 
Present appearances are that he does not mean 
to let any now Polish business interfere wl h 
iu prosecution. The greatest bar to its pros- 
ecution would be the suppression of the re- 
bellion in the United States. That rr bellion 
he has bitberto 6tcadily encouraged by all 
moral aids and comforts iu his power to fur- 
nish. The more hardly the itbellion It 
pressed, the more ready will its leaders be to 
offer auy terms for his alliance. Hardly 
pressed as it now seems to our hopes to be, 
there is no discoverable sign or intimation 
that he considers it to be on Its list legs. His 
wn popularity was, perhaps, never greater 
than it new is in France with the masses. The 
military enccess of the Mexican expedition 
has gone far to recover Its unpopularity and 
its reflection of unpopularity upon him, which 
were so marked a Tew months ago. His ci i s— 
mission of PeFsigny has corrected much of the 
;'iilarily provoked by that Minister's over 
alous pressure on the elections. His little 
trip to tb-i horse-races in Normandy, this 
week, wss a continuous popular ovation. 
This friendly feeling to ilx a . rebellion is al- 
ady well known, although it may have been 
cx3ggeiat d. What we have to fear is that the 
tern logic of events will drive him into re 
suits the same as if ho mo6t earnestly desired 
the dissolution of the American Union.

On the contrary, he 
asked the guarantee from Ec gland, Spain and 
Austria for the very r?aeon that he expects 
this country would not consent to allow bis 
scheme to be carried cut. It is the United 
States he texn, and he wishes all ttcee powe s 
to unite to overawe or compel cur Govern- 
ment to permit it. Mc reovr-r.a pLn of the same 
character, but Ices permanent, was proposed 
to our Government two years ago, when the de- 
sign ci dim d was only to compel the Mexican 
Government to pay its debts, and when he 
avowed thai he had no intention of interfer- 
ing wi.h the people of Mexico as to their 
form of government, and it was rejecied. 
From this nad fr.nu history he knows that, 
according to a policy founded upen the inter- 
ests a-.d fympitLies of the American people, 
any European power acquiring any new 
territory on this contin-nt must sooner or 
later go to war with this countty. 

We were nearly ready to come to blows 
about it with Bl gland, from a mil understand- 
ing of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. The qact- 
lioa is reduced to war with the United States 
cow, or war hereafter.

Any one haviug any doubts of this passion 
for retrulat'mg the world's affairs woull do 
well to recall the prominent sets of Napoleon 
His ft st act, almost, was interlcriug in the af- 
fair of ll^me when Garibaldi wa6 va-ring 
against the temporal power of the Pope; 
next, his resistance to Russia in the Crimea; 
then his I'allan war, and lastly his Mexican 
expedition. It is one of his idee* Xapo- 
l a tines. 

If our inferences arc correct, some sort of 
French interference is to be apprehended; 
pnd while calliug attention, an interesting 
editoriil appeared in the New York Herald on 
tbe eul jeet. 

Our readers know tha*, thirty five thousaud 
nen were recently thrown into New York — 
it was supposed to assist in carrying out the 
draft,. This was doubtless one object, but the 
draft is going on peaceably; and still forces 
are concentrating at that point. The Hciald 
placed the numbers a week hence at fifiy 
thousind. Ia surmising what w'.ll be done 
with this force it says: 

We had, when tbis Southern rebellion broke 
ou' , a republic as a neighbor — a republic unfor- 
tuuute,it is true, and suffering calamitously 
from civil discord*. Wail ; we were engaged in 
restoring our own Government and putting 
down armed treisos, an ambitious Euiopcan 
Power steppatf in and ove rthrow our neighbor's 
Government, establishing in its place the mon- 
archiflsl principle, which is entirely contriry 
to ihe insiincis and interests both of Mex co 
aud cf the United States. Well, now that by 
the virtual subjugation of our own rcbeliloij 
we can afford to pay some little attentiou to 
our neighbor's etl'airs, we propose to uudo 
w ha f . has been done or attempted to be done by 
the Emperor ot the French. The army about 
which so much speculation has been indulged 
iu is intended for that little piece of busim ss. 
It will probably be transported wiihou; much 
loss of time to tbe harbor of Vera Cruz, and 



j3f~A Natchez correspondent of the Cin- 
cinnati Gaz jt'e says : 

There are about 6,000 negroes now In camp 
in Natchez; out of these, tbrrc hundred wiil 
be fit for military duty.

The slavebel i- 
ers themselves would hardly dare to attemj t 
it. The Copperheads of the: North, who are 
so anxious to conserve slavery, h ive no idea 
of the difficulty of their undertaking, or ot 
the terrible dangers to which their friends iu 
the 8outh would be exposed should they suc- 
ceed. The result cf this rebellion was intend- 
ed from the first t,> be the entire ascendency 
or the c jinpkte destruction ol sluvu y. There 
was no middle grcund possible.

The Emperor Na- 
poleon in his letter to Gen. Forey declares 
that his ol jcet in seizlug Mexico was to check 
the advancing ]x>wer of the I'nUed States, and 
jis a limit to their progress southward; and we 
agree with a warning article in the New York 
Times of the »9.h that "while it i6 impossible 
to know the fact, we have very little doubt 
that Louis Nipoleon has a secret treaty, either 
concluded or in progress, with Jefferson 
Davi?, by which the asslon of Texas ]& lob 
received as an equivalent for recognition and 
for substantial aid to the rebel Confederacy."' 
It is a tact worthy of consideration that we 
have no real friend in Europe but Russia, and 
she is already involved in her Polish diffi 
cultics, which will make her less able to lend 
us ttssistance than at aiy other period.

Genkrau— Io compliance with Speciil Or- 
elcr No. 17 (" V."), from Post Headquarters^ 
I proceeded in command of eighty men to 
Moscow, Ky., on the 3d of August. 1863. 

A general election wn« to be held. The 
polls were opened at 9 a. m., each of the 
Judges of elect : OT, tbe Sheriff and Clerk, hav- 
ing taken the oath* prescribed by tbe laws of 
KentucKv. The. Judce ' names were W. P. 
Griffev and 3. B. Morris, and the Sheriff's 
name Joseph Kennedy; the Clerk's name Wm. 
C. Blair. 

M i or Gibson having read to the Board of 
Inspector.- of election General Hurlbut's Or- 
d- r N'i. l.'.a. and General Asboth's General 
Order No. 47, explaining the ssme, and pre- 
scribing the oath to be administered to the 
voters and candidate*, and having read to 
them General Burnslde's order placing the 
State of Kentucky under martial law, and 
having staled publicly before the Board, in 
the presence of the voters, that he was there 
unler proper military orders to enforce a 
strict compliance wllh General Asboth's Or- 
der No. 47, deminded of th« Clerk, Sheiill 
and Judges, that each of them should, before 
recording a vote," take the oath.

nishing men and money for the suppression 
ot the rebellion. 
The following oath is prescribed and will be 
i ministered bv Judges of elections to voters 
aud to such candidates as reside within this 
district : 

I do solemnly swear that I have never 
entered the service of the sc-called 'Confede- 
rate States,' that I have not been engaged in 
t v je MaTies of the ao-ealled 'Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Kentucky,' either in a civil or mil- 
itary capacity, that 1 have never, either direct- 
ly or fndireetly, aided the rebellion against 
the Government of the United States or the 
State ot Ken'ucky, that I am unconditionally 
for the Union aDd the suppression of the re- 
bellion, and am willing to furnish men and 
money lor the vigorous prosecution ot the 
war against the rebellious league known as 
the 'Confederate State*;' so help me God." 

Any voter, Judge or Clerk of elections, or 
other person, who may evade, neglect or re- 
fuse complhence with" the provisions of this 
order will be arrested and sent before a Mili- 
tary Commission, as soon as the tacts are sub- 
stantiated.

From Sibley's Indian Exped»«»»»' 

[Extract from a letter lrom General Sibley ] 
Camp Stevens, i 
Sixty miles We3t of Fort Abercrombie, > 
August 10, 1i?0b» ) 
* * * Th«J march of the column is neces- 
sarily slow, mules and horses being pretty 
weU used up, and exhausted. I have dis- 
patched Colonel McPbail with b nr com parties 
of cavalry and a section ol mountain howit- 
sers, from Camp Atchison, to sweep the coun- 
try down the James river to the month of 
Stake river, where a small but rascally band 
ot "Ehank ton nais" Sioux have planted to 
take pris oners of the male adults if they sur- 
rendered at discretion, if they resist to wipe 
them out, and to do the same to any roving 
bands on their wiy to and from the settle- 
ments in that quarter; then to strike the head 
of the Red Wood, proceed down that stream, 
examining the woods for lurking savaees, and 
thence to march to Fort Ridgely to await fur- 
ther orders. I shall make a demonstration in 
force aloEg the Chippewa border, on my re- 
turn. It is probable I shall detach the lO.h 
regiment and order tbem from semcpo nt be- 
low Abercrombie, to scour the country in con 
unction with a company or more of cavalry, 
through to Kandieoroi Lakes and thence to 
some point on the Minnesota rivsr— perhaps 
Ridgely. t 

Novel Mode of Slaughtering —Dr. Car- 
son, nn eminent English physician and physi- 
ologist, who is said to have contributed no 
small amount of valuable information to the 
medical and physological literature of Eng- 
l in'd, has recntly suggested a plan, the resuit 
of much personal study and experiment, by 
which animals intended for tbe provision 
market mvy be so slaughtered as at once to 
cause death with the least amount of pain, 
and greatly improve the quality of the meat. 
Tbe prccess recommendt d is the admission 
of air into the throat of the animal, by means 
ot puncturing between the ribs, whereby the 
lungs are collapsed and cannot be agala in- 
flated. Simultaneously with this punc- 
turing, the spinal marrow at the junction ot 
the skull with the first joint ot the neck is 
severed by means of a short stiff knife, which 
produces instantaneous paralysis and almost 
immediate death. The physiological explana- 
tion of this process is the sudden stoppage of 
breatbin?, and the immediate suspension of 
the circulation of the blood, by which all the 
venous or carbonated blood is prevented from 
entering the lungs, and is drained off from 
th« carcass, while the arterial blood and san- 
guineous lymph are retained, which, it is said, 
renders the tl- sh more succulent and nutri- 
tious than when it is completely drained of 
the fluids named, as in the ordinary way. It 
is also 6aid by the butchers who have prac- 
ticed this mode of killing, that the meat so 
prepared sets sooner and keep3 longer.

A Butterfly Raid. — A correspondent of 
the California Mountain Messenger, writing 
from Gardiner's Poiut, Sierra county, C*lifor 
nia, describes a curious phenomenon :

Jones' briirade of cavalry is said to bave gone 
back to tbe Shenandoah Valley, and Robinson 
to Richmond. 

S.uirt is still in cemmaud of cavalry, but is 
growing more and more unpopular. It is ex- 
pectsd that he will be relieved by Wade Hamp- 
ton. 

Rebel guerrillas continue in our rear. One 
of Kilpatriek's body guard having been killed, 
permission was given the guard to hunt guer- 
llas. They have been at it three daye witn 
great success. 

Rebel deserters continue to come in in 
squads, and arc ready to take the oath of allc- 
iance, but those who have done so acd 
ve been sent as substitutes to our army, 
alter stesling herses and committing other 
depredations, managed to regain their old 
rebel comrades.

To-night there are rumors of a large f >rei 
of cavalry at Great Falls, eleven miles from 
Washington. They are probably the s»me 
body our cavalry were sent iu pursuit of, and 
can hardly tail to meet thtrm. 

Tne report that Lee, with 50,000 men, had 
crossed the Rippahannock at Port Conway is 
discredited here, no such intelligence having 
reached the War Department. 

It is conceded here by the best military au- 
thorises that Lee must commence otbsusive 
operations or disband bis army. It is believed 
that to this end he is concentrating another 
large army for an invasion, which is his only 
hope and is to be attempted as a last resort. 

To meet this expected movement of Lee, 
tbe army of the Potomac will be on the alcr;.

cavalry, was killed at Lebanon by Colonel 
Spaulding, of the Thirty-seventh Kentucky 
infantry. Lieutenant Colonel Watts arrived 
in our city yesterday, and furnishes the fol- 
lowing particulirs in regard to the affair: The 
two camps are situated about two and a half 
miles apart, and some time since the Eighth 
Kentucky issued an order that no member ef 
the Thirty-seventh should pass through their 
camp in going to or returning from 
the city. Colonel Spaulding had just re- 
turned from town with a number of rebel 
prisoners, aud was within the limits 
of his own camp, when he was ap- 
proached by Capt. Murphy in a very insult- 
ing manner, who immediately commenced 
abusing the Colonel, stating that be (the Col- 
onel) had allowed his men to greatly abuse 
the members of the Eighth Kentucky. Capt. 
Murphy then commenced cursing Spaulding 
and drew his pistol. The Colonel, who was 
unarmed at the time, told the Captain to f hoot 
if he choose to do so. A Lieutenant, who 
was with the Captain at the time, caught hold 
of the bridle of his horse and endeavored to 
persuade the Captain to leave, but he kept on 
abusing Spaulding, when the Colonel ordered 
a guard of five to arrest the Captain, who, 
soon as he saw the guard approaching, fired 
at Colonel Spaulding, tha shot just grazing 
his left temple.

in other Statee. 

Third— Indorses tbe President's emancipa- 
tion procl imatioa ard asks for its prompt ex- 
ecution; will support no one not pledged to 
its piicciples; believes those liberated under 
it cannot again be reduced to slavery, ana re- 
fuses to euslain any rcorganizition of the 
country that toes not tmbody the freedom 
principles therein contained. 

Fourth — Refers to French influence in Mex- 
ico and culls on the General Government to 
resist it. 

Fifth— Arraigns the provisional government 
a? unirue to the loyal people cf the State, and 
Uives eight reasons* therefor. 

Sixth— Demands immediate emancipation in 
Musouri. 

Seventh — Favors a censtitutional amend- 
ment disfranchising all who have taken op 
arrrs against the Government 01 adhered to 
the enemies thereof. 

E grta — D.mands tha f . the Legislature cill 
a neiv State Convention to take into consid- 
eration the grievances under whlrh the State 
now labors, and in cisc of their refusul, noth- 
ing i in di rcgate lrom the rght of tne ptople 
to act in the matter. 

A committee ws appointed to attend the 
Union mteticg at Springtield, Illinois, to- 
morrow. 

Add.tional resolutions were passel, re- 
queuing Governor Gamble and Lieutenant 
Governor Hal! to resigr; urging ihe Pretllect

from guerrillas, we bersby instruct the Presi- 
dent of the convention to appoint a general 
committee of public safety, composed of one 
of each Congressional district, whose duty it 
shall be to confer with the loyal men ot the 
State, and organ ze them for the protection of 
their homce; and in the event ol no relief 
being obtained from our preseat troubles, to 
call upoo. the people of the State to act in 
their sovereign capacitv, and take such meas- 
ures of redress as shall be deemed necessary.

Hon. James C. Conklin : 

My Dear Sir : Your letter invi ing me to 
attend a mass meeting of Union men, te be 
held a; tbe Capital of Illinois on the ol day of 
S j'tember, has been received. 

it would be very agreeable to me thus to 
meet my old frieuoa at my own home, but I 
comet just now be absent from this tity to 
kng as a visit there would require. The 
meeting is to M of all those wbo maintain un- 
conditional devo.ion to lh^ Uai >n and Ad- 
minimatlon.so that old politicians *ill thark 
me for sending, as I do, the uation's gratitude 
to those other noble men wh im no partisan 
malice or partisan hope can make f<lsc to the 
nation's life. There are those who are dis- 
satisfied with me. To such I would say, you 
deserve peace, and y ou blame me that we do 
not have it, but how can W3 attain it? 

Tcere are but thre* concernable ways: 1st. 
To suppress the rebellion by force of arms. 
TaLs I am trying t3 do. Are you for ui K 
yuu are so far we agree. It you are not for ir, 
a second way is to g'.va up the L nion. I am 
against, this. If yon arc you should say so 
p ainly. If you are not for force, nor yet for 
dissolution, there only remains some imagi 
native compromises. I do not believe that 
any compromise, requiring the maintenance 
of the Union, is now possible. All that I 
learn leads to a directly opposite belief. The 
strength of the rebellion is its military— its 
army—lbat army draining all the country and 
all lie people within its raige. Any olTer of 
terms made by any man or men within that 
range— in opposition to that army- -is simply 
nothing for tne present, because such man or 
meu h'-ve no power whatever to enforce their 
side of a compromise if one were made with 
taero. To illustrate, suppose refugees from 
the south and peace men of the North meet 
together in convention and frame and pro- 
claim a compromise, embracing a restoration 
of the Union, in what way can that compro- 
mise be used to keep Gen. L:e s army out of 
Pennsylvania? 

General Meade's army can keep General 
Lee's army out of Pennsylvania and I think 
c iu ultimately drive it out of eyietence; but 
no paper compromise to which the controllers 
of General Lee's army are not agreed can at 
all ell'ect that army. In an effort to make 
such compromise we would waste time, 
which the enemy would improve to our dis- 
advantage, and that would be alL A compro- 
mise, to be effective, must be made eLher 
with tbuee who control the rebel army, or 
with the people first liberated from the do- 
minion of that army by the success of our 
army. 

. Now, allow me to asenre you that no word 
or intimation from the rebel army, or lrom 
any of the men controlling it, in relation to 
any peace compromise, has erer came to my 
knowledge or belief. All charges and intima- 
tions to the contrary are deceptive and 
groundless; aud I promise jou that if any 
such proposition shall hereafter come, It snail 
not be njected and kep'. secret lrom yon. I 
freely acknowledge myself to be the servant 
of ttc people — according to tbe bond of tbe 
service, the United States Constitution — and 
that as such I am responsible to them. Bu', 
to be plain, y^u are dissatisfied with me 
about the negro. Quite likely thexc is a dif- 



ference of opinion between you and myself 

upon that subject 

I certainly wish that all men could be free, 
which you, I suppose, do nol; yet I have 
neither adopted nor prosed any measure that 
is not consistent with even your view, pro- 
vided that you are for the Union. I suggested 
compensated emancipation to which yuu re- 
plied that yon wished not to ba Uxed to buy 
negroes, but I had not asked you to be taxed 
to boy negroes, txcept in such way to save 
you from greater taxatiou to save the Union 
exclusively by other means. 

Abraham Lincoln. 

Washington, September 3. 

The life interest of seventeen different own- 
ers of valuable real estate in Washington was 
to have been sold to-day. A large number ef 
persons were in attendance, but after the Dis- 
trict Marshal had read the decree of the 
court, the Provost Marshal produced a letter 
from the military authorities, stating that they 
would give up no part of tne property of 
which they now have po««ef sion.
